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Bus users'group: information on 
cuts to services was 'incomplete' 


AN INDEPENDENT organisation which 
gives a voice to bus users has found and out¬ 
lined a number of issues with Dorset County 
Council’s consultation on bus cuts in the area. 

After speaking to bus campaigners across Bridport 
and the surrounding villages, Bus Users UK have 
issued their response to the consultation which high¬ 
lights inaccurate or incomplete information regard¬ 
ing the services and the consultation itself. 

The group met with local bus users earlier this 
month to discuss the county council’s plan to cut 27 
weekly or twice weekly services in the county by 
April, which saves £500,000 but would leave many 
villages in Dorset without any bus service at all. 

Those effected include: the no 14 from Thorn- 
combe to Marsh wood, the 42 from Drimpton to 
Bridport, the 76 from Symondsbury to Catherston 
Leweston, the 204 from Thomcombe to Yeovil, the 
213 from Broad Windsor to Dorchester, the 253 from 
Beaminster to Weymouth and the 688 from Thom¬ 
combe to Axminster, among many others. 

Bus Users UK say that the information provided 
by Dorset County Council is incomplete as full de¬ 
scriptions of routes were not provided as it fails to 
mention some towns the buses serve. 

A spokesperson for Bus Users UK said: “Residents 
of Dorset have expressed anger and concerns over 
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the way the consultation has been handled. The con¬ 
sultation period is very short compared to other local 
authorities around the country. 

“Given the urgency of the consultation and the date 
of removal of services sat at April 11th, there are 
concerns that the decisions have already been made 
and therefore are not in a formative stage. 

“There are 27 services on the ‘at risk’ list and mis¬ 


takes with 13 of the services. Inaccurate or incom¬ 
plete information may have the effect of precluding 
an ‘informed and intelligent response’ to the disad¬ 
vantage of a party that may be affected by the deci¬ 
sion. 

“We understand from information provided by 
Dorset County Council employees that only 1,000 
paper copies of the consultation were produced and 
150 of those were sent to Bus Users UK, which 
means only 850 were produced for circulation 
around a county of nearly 750,000 residents. 

“This means that only 0.1 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion was given access to a paper copy of the consul¬

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tation. This is corroborated by numerous complaints 
during the ‘Your Bus Matters’ event and direct feed¬ 
back received of lack of information and libraries 
and local council offices not having the documents 
in place. 

“Groups representing people with disabilities were 
only notified by Bus Users UK. 

“Bus Users UK was not notified of the consulta¬ 
tion - despite being the official body for bus com¬ 
plaints.” 

Bus Users UK also found that the no 103 bus, 
which runs from Bovington to Dorchester was only 
added to the consultation after a member of the pub¬ 
lic highlighted it to a member of the transport team. 

It also reported that the X12, which will now run 
between Dorchester and Blandford rather than Wey¬ 
mouth and Woodyates, had been de-registered be¬ 
fore a decision had been before the cabinet decision 
today. 

Peter Smith, chairman of the Western Area Trans¬ 
port Action Group (WATAG) in Bridport, said: 
“WATAG agree with all the points raised by Bus 
Users UK and are particularly shocked to hear that 
at least one route has been de-registered with the 
traffic commissioners in advance of the cabinet de¬ 
cision in view of DCC’s suggestion that any with¬ 
drawn services will be filled by an alternative 
community provision. 

“There is little information on this yet, despite the 
holistic transport review having been underway for 
a year.”

A 21 -YEAR-old man has been arrested following an 
incident in St Swithin's Road, Bridport, in which he 
made threats with a knife to police officers. 

Armed police attended an incident on Sunday in 
which a man threatened officers with a knife and 
barricaded himself inside a property. 

Police were called to the address in Bridport at 
10.46pm to reports of a disturbance between a man 
and woman. 

The area around the property was cordoned off 
while officers held negotiations with the man for

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around four hours who then gave himself up. 

Speaking on the scene, Inspector Keel said:"There 
was a man in threatening to self harm and had bar¬ 
ricaded himself inside. We reasoned with him and 
he has surrendered to police custody." 

A spokesperson for Dorset Police said: "The man 


made threats to officers through a window and was 
carrying a knife. The woman was no longer at the 
property. 

"A cordon was put in place for officers and trained 
negotiators to deal with the situation and make en¬ 
quiries while helping to keep the public safe. 

"Fire and ambulance services were also at the 
scene to assisted, however, no one was injured. 

"A 21-year-old local man was arrested for public 
order offences and is assisting officers with their en¬ 
quiries."

Bridport Round Table were able to provide half 
of the £670 it costs to hire the van for two days, 
with Bride Valley Rotary Club pledging to match 
fund the remainder. 

Vice chairman Paul Fowler, along with fellow 
Round Table members Simon Miles and Pete 
Dacey, sat in on one of the sessions with a Year 
Three group to experience some of the work the 


van does and were particularly impressed at how 
effective the inside of the van was as a learning 
space. 

Mr Dacey said: "The van was very sparsely fitted 
out and everyone was sat on the floor, but it ac¬ 
tually helped to focus everyone on the teacher 
and the interactive model of the human body as 
there were no other distractions. 

"The teacher was great and really grabbed the 
children's imaginations and attention and got 
them all involved with the discussions of the is¬ 
sues." 

Headteacher Debbie Brown said: "We attempt 
to offer our youngsters the opportunity to access 
Life Education Wessex who are an independent 


charity, who work in partnership with schools, 
parents and the wider community to help 
children aged between three and 13 develop 
the ability to make positive, informed choices 
about their health and reduce the risk of drug 
misuse. 

"This offer of the education van used to be for 
all 420 of our youngsters and happened every 
year, but funding has proved so difficult we now 
offer it to four year groups only, every other 
year. It seemed we were not able to offer it at all 
this year without some external help. 

"We would like to say a big thank you to Brid¬ 
port Round Table for their contribution to this 
year's life van."

The team were altered 
to reports from a mem¬ 
ber of the public that 
someone was possibly 
in difficulty on the cliff 
at around 1.30pm on 
Monday, February 15th.

It gives the impres¬ 
sion that the council does not have 
committees at the moment. 

As John Grantham well knows 
the council operates an extensive 
committee system and he has at¬ 
tended many of those committee 
meetings. 

All of those committees are sub¬ 
ject to proportional representation, 
meaning that they have members 
from all parties sitting on each 
one. 

There is only one committee - 
the executive - which does not 


follow this procedure, and why is 
that you might ask.? 

Well it is because that committee 
needs to consist of members who 
are not only democratically 
elected councillors, but who are 
also highly experienced in busi¬ 
ness and local government, and 
who are capable of making the de¬ 
cisions necessary to provide the 
best services possible within 
budget. 

The leader of council is the per¬ 
son who selects those people ac¬ 
cording to their knowledge and 
ability, and of course he is bound 
to choose people from the major¬ 
ity party in order to allow decision 
making which is in the best inter¬ 
ests of the ratepayers, and not be¬ 


cause of party politics. 

Once those members, and those 
on all committees are put forward, 
they are formally elected at the 
next full council after the election; 
this is what is called democracy, 
and if John Grantham is so op¬ 
posed to this democratic system 
why doesn’t he stand for election 
next time, when he can object or 
vote for anyone of his choice. 

This pointless referendum is 
costing the ratepayers of West 
Dorset £95,000.1 would urge you 
not to participate in such a waste¬ 
ful procedure and put that mis¬ 
leading leaflet where it belongs - 
in the bin.

Great interest in future of pool 


■ ON BEHALF of the trustees and staff of B-fit, 
I want to thank everyone who turned out for 
our public meetings on January 26th and Feb¬ 
ruary 9th to discuss Beaminster swimming pool. 

It was heartening to see that some people 
care about this community asset, and many 
suggestions were discussed. 

I have been very open at both meetings about 
the financial situation at B-fit, the need to find 
new sources of funding for the swimming pool, 
and the equally vital need to find new people 
to come forward to share the responsibility for 
the pool's future. 

At the most recent meeting we discussed 
funding at length and agreed that the most 
likely way to raise sufficient capital for the pool 
to re-open in 2016 is to use crowd-funding, 
which has been successful in similar situations 
elsewhere in the country. Work is being under¬ 
taken to create a crowd-funding plan to put 
into action very soon. 

However, while that work is ongoing I feel I 
should put the fundraising in the context of the 
bigger picture. 

This repeats what I have said at the public 
meetings and in my discussions with local 
councillors and Beaminster School, but perhaps 
I need to make it clear to a wider Beaminster au¬ 
dience so that there is no misunderstanding. 

B-fit was formed in 2010 as a charity run by 
volunteers, and one of its responsibilities was to 
run the Beaminster swimming pool. B-fit has a 
board of three trustees including myself, who 
are personally responsible for B-fit's gover¬ 
nance, which includes compliance with rele¬ 
vant legislation (charity law, employment law, 
Health & Safety law, child protection), and pru¬ 
dent financial management. The trustees are 
supported by a small committee of volunteers 
including the head of Beaminster School. 

In 2015, after several years of losses, B-fit was 
in a poor financial situation and a lot of work 


was done to decide how to turn it around. 

The conclusion was that the swimming pool 
is the biggest financial drain in terms of losses, 
that many Beaminster residents prefer to drive 
to pools in Bridport and elsewhere, the condi¬ 
tion of the pool is deteriorating posing poten¬ 
tial Health & Safety issues, and investment will 
be needed in the near future to replace ageing 
infrastructure. 

Faced with this, the trustees reluctantly de¬ 
cided that B-fit could not carry the financial bur¬ 
den any longer and the trustees did not want 
to continue with the personal responsibility of 
running the pool. 

I therefore made a proposal to the Beaminster 
School governors that the pool could only re¬ 
open in 2016 if the school and the local com¬ 
munity were united in their desire to keep it 
open and that a new financial and governance 
structure could be found. 

At the two public meetings I have emphasised 
that money alone is not going to be enough to 
save the pool. 

What is needed is a small group of committed 
citizens to come forward, who are passionate 
about the pool and prepared to take responsi¬ 
bility, to work in partnership with Beaminster 
School and, with practical support from B-fit 
staff, to find a new way forward. 

As of today, B-fit cannot make any commit¬ 
ment to re-opening the pool as usual at Easter. 
B-fit's primary objective in 2016 is to sustain the 
dry-side offering to the public, which is unaf¬ 
fected by the loss of the pool. 

However, if the money can be found and a 
new governance framework put in place 
quickly, the pool could still open in April. 

A further meeting hosted by Beaminster 
School is planned for 7pm on February 23rd, to 
which all are invited.

Dorset PCC: "Drones are 
the future for policing' 


DORSET Police and Crime Commissioner (PCC) 
believes the force’s use of drones could revolutionise 
policing in the same way the introduction of radios 
did in the 1960s. 

The county’s police force is one of the few across 
England and Wales using drones - sharing four with 
neighbouring Devon and Cornwall - and PCC Mar¬ 
tyn Underhill suggests they have a key role to play 
in the fight against crime and protecting the public. 

They are used to help officers in their investiga¬ 
tions by taking aerial photographs, recording videos 
and maps. 

The two forces have also used them to take photo¬ 
graphs at crime scenes or road accidents. 

Martyn Underhill, Dorset’s Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner, now wants to see more unmanned aerial 
vehicles (UAVs) used by the police. 

He said: “Policing needs to be at the forefront of 
technology and quick to embrace innovation. 

“Look at the portable two way radios transformed 
police in the 1960s -1 believe drones have the capa¬ 
bility to revolutionise the way we police in this coun¬ 
try in a similar way, whilst saving a substantial 
amount of public money. 

“Whether it is helping search for a missing person, 
recording evidence for later use in a criminal inves¬ 
tigation or giving police officers a unique bird’s eye 
view of a particular situation - the potential UAVs 
have for helping forces is huge.” 

Tony Porter, the Home Office surveillance camera 
commissioner for England and Wales, visited Dorset 
recently to watch a demonstration of the drone in use 
and the strategic alliance of Dorset, Devon and Corn¬ 
wall police are now working with Mr Porter’s office 
to achieve third party certification regarding the use 
of drones. 

This would help demonstrate the alliance comply 
wit the surveillance camera code of practice. 

Mr Underhill believes it is this openness and trans¬ 
parency around UAVs that should reassure the public 
about their use. 

Mr Underhill added: “I know their will be some 
people who feel uneasy about police using this 
equipment, but in my view, the law abiding public 
have nothing to fear. 

“Providing strong governance is in place, there is 
no reason why police drones can’t become as famil¬ 
iar a sight as patrol cars, a police helicopter or an of¬ 
ficer on the beat.” 

The PCC said UAVs were not being seen as a re¬ 
placement to police helicopters, but rather an addi¬ 
tional tool for the force. 

He said: “There are exciting opportunities for the 
future of police drones. 


“In Dorset we are looking at the potential to use 
them to 3D map serious road collisions. This could 
be beneficial in speeding up the safe opening of main 
arterial routes which often have to be closed for 
hours following a serious accident. 

“They could also be used to fly automated set 
routes, for example in a crime hotspot area. 

“In an era when police funding is so challenging, 
all forces need to explore the potential an asset like 
UVAs would give them. 

“I am delighted Dorset is at the forefront of this 
technology and I look forward to stepping into the 
next generation of drones in the near future. 

“I believe, once we demonstrate further the benefits 
of UVAs, that the public will be fully behind their 
use in helping keeping them safe.” 

Mr Porter said: “I would like to thank the Dorset 
Police and Crime Commissioner for inviting me to 
the drone demonstration. 

“I have been impressed by the professionalism of 
staff working on the drone project and their consid¬ 
erations of community needs. 

“I look forward to seeing how the programme 
develops.” 

Police appeal after 
17 cars damaged

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Lib Dem councillors call on Tories to hold their 
party to account after funding cuts in Dorset 


LOCAL Liberal Democrats have con¬ 
demned the funding cuts Dorset 
County Council have suffered from 
government, accusing the Conserva¬ 
tive government of bringing the 
county to the “brink of bankruptcy”. 

Dorset County Council was faced 
with a £7.4million cut from govern¬ 
ment earlier this year - giving the 
county the second worse funding al¬ 
location in England and Wales - how¬ 
ever, it was announced earlier this 
month that £4.1 million would be 
given to Dorset County Council from 
government. 

Councillor Janet Dover, leader of 
the Lib Dem group, responding to the 
increase, said: “We hear the Tory MPs 
are ‘concerned’ about the poor settle¬ 
ment Dorset has received from their 
government, really? I don’t suppose 
for one second that it stopped any of 
them voting through George Os¬ 
borne’s budget nor will it do so in the 
future. 

“We may get crocodile tears from 
them and the odd ‘word’ in a minis¬ 
ter’s ear, but lets be quite clear here - 
they know it won’t change the overall 
thrust which is cuts to Dorset County 
Council spending on vital services to 
the public year on year for the fore¬ 
seeable future. 

“The people of Dorset deserve 
better than this. These are life and 
death services, such as caring for 
the elderly and protecting children 
which are already buckling under

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growing demand. 

“Local authorities, including DCC, 
moaned a lot when the going was 
good. Now, paradoxically, there 
seems to be a stoic attitude of ‘grin 
and bear it’. 

“Well, I can assure you all that to 
many DCC service users the phrase 
‘grin and bear it’ is unrecognisable. 
To them the phrase ‘despair and bear 
it’ would seem more appropriate.” 

Cllr Dover also accused the Conser¬ 
vative administration of bringing 
local government to the brink of 
bankruptcy by “constantly changing 
the rules, trying to micro manage, 
leaving funding decisions to the 11th 
hour and 59th minute, and starving 
local authorities of the ability to 
deliver anything like a comprehensive 
and satisfactory range of public 
services”. 

She added that when the Liberal De¬ 
mocrats ran Dorset County Council it 
was debt free. 

She said: “Since then the net bor¬ 
rowings have risen from nil 15 years 
ago to £300million now, with a com¬ 
mitment that they shall not increase 
further after 2017 when the debt will 
be £330million. 

“The result of this increase is that 
£18million, seven per cent, of the 


county’s revenue budget has to be 
spent servicing the borrowings each 
year and because of dwindling funds, 
this will be an ever increasing propor¬ 
tion of what the county spends. 

“Reserves continue to be used to 
support overspends every single year. 
The reserves are just about exhausted. 
That is the true, hidden and scan¬ 
dalous impact of government policy 
on local authorities.” 

However, Oliver Letwin, Conserva¬ 
tive MP for West Dorset, said that the 
country is still trying to recover from 
the recession. 

He said: “The whole country knows 
that, after the great recession and the 
wild over-spending of the years be¬ 
fore 2010, we need to get the nation’s 
accounts back into balance - that is 
the only way we will have an econ¬ 
omy strong enough to be able to pro¬ 
vide the public services on which we 
all depend. 

“Central government listened to the 
issues raised by Dorset during the re¬ 
cent consultation, and made signifi¬ 
cant adjustments in Dorset’s favour. 

“The resulting settlement is fair and 
reasonable. It means that Dorset 
County Council’s spending power 
will remain broadly flat over the next 
four years.” 

But Mrs Dover was supported in her 
criticism of the budget by Liberal De¬ 
mocrat councillors and former parlia¬ 
mentary candidate in West Dorset, 
Ros Kayes. 


She said: “You have a responsibility 
to your party, but you have an even 
bigger responsibility to your elec¬ 
torates. 

“Passing down a structural deficit to 
local authorities because it can’t bal¬ 
ance its own books appropriately is 
cowardice from the government, but 
its also cowardice from the Conserva¬ 
tive administrations across the coun¬ 
try that are sitting back and letting the 
decimation of public services go 
ahead. 

“What they should be doing is get¬ 
ting together collectively through the 
local government association and 
making it quite clear that council after 
council will be unable to set a bal¬ 
anced budget in 2017 unless this sit¬ 
uation is addressed. 

“Councils have a legal responsibil¬ 
ity to set a balanced budget, but they 
also have a legal responsibility to de¬ 
liver statutory services like caring for 
the elderly or taking children into 
care. Which is more important? 

“They cannot be expected to con¬ 
tinue to fulfil their statutory duties 
under current circumstances. 

“It is getting to the stage where 
councils will be like hospitals and 
have to freeze their activities from 
January to March because they have 
simply run out of money. 

“Conservative county councillors 
across the UK need to rebel and hold 
their party to account.” 


Crown Court closure 
'serious implications 
for justice'

THE Dorset Law Society has criticised the an¬ 
nouncement that Dorchester Crown Court is to 
close. 

The closure is part of a plan to save £500 mil¬ 
lion a year by shutting nearly a fifth of all courts 
and tribunals in England and Wales. 
Bournemouth Magistrates Court will also close. 

Dorset Law Society is warning that justice will 
be undermined as a result. 

In a statement it said: "The closure of Dorch¬ 
ester Crown Court will have serious implications 
for access to justice in the west of the county 
and will further undermine the concept of local 
justice. Eleven rural magistrates courts having 
already closed in recent years." 

Confirming the closures after consultation, 
Justice Minister Shailesh Vara said more than 97 
per cent of citizens would still be able to reach 
their required court within an hour by car. 

However, Law Society president Jonathan 
Smithers said: "The majority of these closures 
will make it more difficult for a significant num¬ 
ber of people to get to court, disproportionately 
affecting people living in rural areas, those with 
disabilities and lower income families. 

"Combined with increases in court fees and re¬ 
ductions in eligibility for legal aid, many of the 
closures will serve to deepen the inequalities in 
the justice system between those who can and 
cannot afford to pay." 
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Investigation launched into Dorset 111 call centre allegations 


AN investigation has been launched into the Dorset 
NHS 111 call centre after photos emerged of work¬ 
ers sleeping on the job. 

Healthwatch Dorset are calling on the NHS to re¬ 
spond to concerns after the pictures emerged in the 
Daily Mail of staff at the 111 centre in Dorset sleep¬ 
ing due to exhaustion, with an investigation into the 
allegations also being launched by the Care Quality 
Comission. 

In the article, former senior call advisor at the cen¬ 
tre Sarah Hayes revealed that people with no med¬ 
ical training are being left alone all night in the call 
centre. 

The Dorset centre, based in St Leonard’s, is also 
under fire following the death of a one-year-old 
William Mead. 

In response to the reports highlighting concerns 
about the NHS 111 call centres, Joyce Guest, chair 
of Healthwatch Dorset, said: “These reports about 
our NHS 111 service are very disturbing and under¬ 
line the importance of services listening to, taking 
seriously, and learning from, concerns raised not 
only by patients but by staff too. 

“One member of staff with no medical training left 
alone for a whole night in a call centre covering the 
whole of Dorset, with no nurse or paramedic, is a 
situation which should never have happened and it 
must never happen again - ever. The service needs 
to be adequately staffed at all times. 

“Exhausted staff are more likely to make mistakes 
and there needs to be enough medically trained staff 
available at all times, in addition to call handlers. 

“People trust the NHS to always look after them 
and their families, but sometimes this service is let¬ 
ting people down. 

“We call on the trust urgently to respond to the 
concerns that have been raised and say what they 
have done to ensure that sufficient and appropriate 
resources are in place at all times. Only then can the 
public have confidence in the NHS 111 service.” 

Responding to reports in the national paper, Ruth 
Rankine, the Care Quality Commission’s deputy 
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chief inspector, said: “These allegations are unac¬ 
ceptable. We take them 
extremely seriously and 
are planning to carry out 
an early inspection to in¬ 
vestigate. 

“We have also been 
working closely with 
commissioners and other 
local partners to make 
sure patients are safe. 

“It is critical that pa¬ 
tients using urgent and 
emergency care are as¬ 
sured it is safe, effec¬ 
tive, caring, responsive 
and well led.” 

A spokesperson for the 
South Western Ambu¬ 
lance Service said: “Pa¬ 
tient care and safety are 
top priorities for our or¬ 
ganisation. 

“There are a number 
of allegations made in 
the Daily Mail that we 
strongly refute, how¬ 
ever, there are actions 
Sarah Hayes says she 
took, for which we can 
find no paper trail or 
audit, and therefore an 
investigation into these 
allegations has been 
commissioned. 

“We are proud of the 
work that our staff de¬ 
liver day in and day out 


and are fully confident of the robust procedures we 
have in place around the 111 service. 

“As a supervisor within the NHS 111 service, we 
are surprised and disappointed that Ms Hayes did 
not follow the trust’s well-established whistle-blow¬ 


ing process - ‘speak up, speak out’ - and that she 
has taken so long to make these allegations, as we 
actively encourage our staff to report any incidents 
of concern so that they can be fully investigated and 
lessons learned.”

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District council under fire for 
causing delays in home sales 


WEST Dorset District Council is being 
accused of taking too long to process 
home buyers’ local authority search re¬ 
quests - leading to some house sales col¬ 
lapsing. 

The Property Codes Compliance Board 
(PCCB), which regulates search compa¬ 
nies, has hit out at the “very poor serv¬ 
ice” being provided by some local 
authorities, with WDDC being one of the 
worst. 

It says a poor service in delivering local 
authority searches is leading to delays 
and the failure of some sales. 

West Dorset’s local authority search - 
which allows buyers and sellers to re¬ 
ceive specific information about a partic¬ 
ular property and the surrounding area 
which can identify local authority issues 
or constraints related to a property - is 
reportedly taking nine weeks to respond 
to enquiries. 

Kate Davies, chairman of the PCCB, 
said: “We are very concerned that the 
home buying and selling public are being 
adversely affected by very poor perform¬ 
ance by some local authorities, and in 
some cases transactions are breaking 
down due to the delays.” 

She also said that if staff local authori¬ 
ties were unable to produce the informa¬ 
tion required within a few days, they 
should allow regulated personal search 
companies immediate access to their 
data.

Dorset residents warned over 
fake blue badge websites 


TRADING Standards officers are 
warning Dorset residents about 
copycat websites dealing with 
applications and renewals of blue 
badge disabled parking permits. 

The unregulated websites may 
appear to offer a quick and easy 
application but could charge at 
least £49 for minimal help in 
completing the application form, 
and they have no authority to 
issue a blue badge. 

Dorset residents who use these 
sites will still have to submit their 
applications to Dorset County 
Council and pay a further £10 to 
cover the genuine application 
fee. 

These websites are in no way 
affiliated to the blue badge 
scheme and many may ask for 
personal information such as 
bank details and National Insur¬ 
ance numbers, which could be 
used for further fraud. 

Complaints are being received 
by the county council in increas¬ 
ing numbers from residents who 
have unnecessarily paid exces¬ 
sive amounts to apply for a blue 
badge. 

Ivan Hancock, Trading Stan¬ 
dards service manager for Dorset 
County Council said: "Steer clear 
of these rip-off sites. Many are

"The official blue badge costs 
£10 and you can find more infor¬ 
mation on the eligibility require¬ 
ments and how to apply for or 
renew a blue badge through the 
council's website or through the 
government's official gov.uk 
pages. 

"There are all sorts of scams 
based on applications for official 
documents we need so all con¬ 
sumers need to stay alert to this 
risk. 

"Best advice, if you don't know 
the reliable website you need al¬ 
ready, is to use the official 'gov.uk' 
websites for any government 
services such as renewing driving 
licences, passports or European 
health insurance cards, rather 
than rely on search engines that 
often display copycat sites."

In today’s so¬ 
ciety there are many crosses to bear.” 

The Reverend Philip Ringer, vice chairman of 
Churches Together in Bridport and District who 
is co-ordinating the project, said: “These artists 
have really taken on board the brief and have 
made truly splendid interpretations of the various 
stations.

Fire service agrees council tax rise for coming year 


HOUSEHOLDERS in Dorset will see further in¬ 
creases to their council tax bill from April after 
the fire authority agreed to increase their part 
by 1.99 per cent. 

Earlier this month the Shadow Dorset and 
Wiltshire Fire and Rescue Authority approved a 
budget of £54.815million to run the new Dorset 
and Wiltshire Fire and Rescue Service in 
2016/17. 

The authority accepted the government's 'Al¬ 
ternative Notional Amount'-the baseline level 
of fire precept for a Band D property-of £67.86. 

Members also approved the recommendation 
of chief fire officer (designate) Darran Gunter to 
increase that baseline by 1.99 per cent. 


This means all Band D properties in Dorset, 
Bournemouth, Poole, Swindon and Wiltshire 
will pay £69.21 for the new fire and rescue serv¬ 
ice from this coming financial year, which 
equates to 19 pence a day. 

This will provide a net budget of £54.815mil- 
lion with the service using £255,000 of reserves 
to balance it. 

Residents will still pay below average for the 
fire and rescue service, despite it being the sec¬ 
ond worst-funded in England. 

Mr Gunter said: "In an ideal world, we would 
not be increasing fire precept. 

"However, our share of the average Band D 
council tax bill is still significantly less than 


many of our partners, including a large number 
of town and parish councils. 

"The new service is facing a 30 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in government grant over the next four 
years, and it is this financial uncertainty that was 
a key factor in our decision to combine. 

"Through combination, we are achieving sav¬ 
ings in excess of £6million and we are confident 
that we are finding new ways of working. 

"Our priority remains the delivery of an effi¬ 
cient, effective and sustainable fire and rescue 
service across Bournemouth, Dorset, Poole, 
Swindon and Wiltshire, and the budget agreed 
by the shadow fire and rescue authority gives 
us a foundation to achieve this."

FOR MAINTAINING

1. HOLIDAYS: "If you go 
away on holiday in win¬ 
ter, keep your heating on - albeit turned down - 
while you're away. This keeps the system 
running efficiently and helps to prevent pipes 
from freezing," says Karl Tulloch from Rightio 
(www.rightio.co.uk), which provides home 
repairs and services throughout the UK. Some 
boiler controls have a holiday mode, which shuts 
some, but not all of the central heating system

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off. Alternatively, you 
may be able to 
programme the heating to come on briefly twice 
a day; keep your normal settings, but turn down 
the radiator valves; or turn the heating on and 
off remotely when you want with a smart 
controller, such as Worcester's Wave. This is an

2. GUTTERS: "It's essential that gut¬ 
ters are cleared of silty build-ups, 
plants, leaves and other detritus," 
saysTulloch. "Even a small build-up of 
mud can prevent water from flowing 
freely and if water can't escape 
through the guttering, it will only go 
one way - into the house, causing 
damp." If you notice that water's 
falling sharply from the gutter when 
it's raining, there's probably a block¬ 
age there, or the gutter needs to be 
repaired or replaced. To stop gutters 


getting blocked, fit gutter guards, which are 
grates that block debris but still allow rainwater 
to get through. 

3. DRAINS: Drains and manholes can get 
blocked, but some build-ups aren't bad enough 
to block them and yet still prevent them from 
working properly. For example, some cooking oil 
and fats can harden in pipes and freeze in winter, 
eventually causing blockages (instead, pour 
them into a jar or tin, leave to harden and then 
put in the bin). If you have problems with your 
home's drains, get a professional to jet-wash 
them so they flow freely. 

4. PAINT: Chipped, cracked and flaking paint 
on wooden doors, windows and sills can let in 
water, which eventually causes rot. If the wood's 
already suffering from wet rot, scrape out the 
worst of it, treat the rest with a wood-hardening 
liquid designed for wet rot, and fill with exterior 
wood filler - Polycell Polyfilla for Wood Large Re¬ 
pairs (from £9.99, Homebase) is a professional- 
style two-part filler that's much easier to use 
than most. Finally, sand and clean off the repair, 
and apply exterior wood paint. 

5. EXTERIOR WALLS: Look over your home's 
exterior walls. Missing pointing and damage to 
render and paintwork can cause damp inside. If 
there's moss or algae on an exterior wall, water 
is probably getting to it, often from a dripping 
downpipe or gutter, so you need to solve the 
problem and scrub off the growth. A good 


masonry paint will provide long-lasting protec¬ 
tion for exterior walls. 

HOW-TO TIP: When painting the outside of 
your home, start at the top and work down, 
painting in sections from left to right or right to 
left. Try to ensure that you always have a 'wet 
edge' to your paintwork, so you don't end up 
with stripes or blocks where the paint has dried 
unevenly. Follow the sun, as this should ensure 
that the walls are free from dew - the weather 
should be dry and warmish, as temperatures 
below IOC may stop the paint from drying 
properly.
